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REPORT OF MR. SIMON. 
New-Yors, March 25, 1824. 


Gentlemen—I am happy again to have it in my power to announce 
the success with which my late agency has been crowned. On my way 
to Philadelphia I organized a Society at Newark, the Rev. Mr. Hay, and 
the other brethren of the clergy assisting. 

At Elizabeth-town I paved the way for the formation of a Society, 
which I hope soon to see organized. | 

On my arrival at Philadelphia, [ learned that their Board would meet 
next evening. ‘The member who informed me of this, and invited me to 
attend, remarked that my visit at this time was a providential one, as 
their Society was in a languishing state. I attended the meeting the 
next evening, and united with others in proposing the publication of a 
Sermon, or rather a Dissertation on the 18th chapter of the prophet 
Isaiah, published ten years ago (now out of print) by the Rev. D. M’Don- 
ald, minister of Albany. The publication of this very interesting work 
is calculated to awaken the patriotism as well as the piety of the Ame- 
rican people ; their free and happy land being, according to his read- 
ing of prophecy, the first scene of the national union and emancipation of 
the people of Israel. The only printed copy which could be found, was 
in the possession of the Rev. W. Boyd, President of the Society, who 
kindly gave it for publication. 

The Board informed me that their annual meeting takes place in 
April. They invited me, (and also wished brother Jadownicky to be 
with me,) to give a fresh impulse to their Society. I issued notices to the 
different clergymen of the city, which they read from their pulpits, an- 
nouncing that a meeting of the ladies was desired, in order to form 
them into a Society. Seven of the clergy attended, and a Ladies’ So- 
ciety was organized. Above a hundred life, and other subscribers, have 
given their names, who with the names of the officers, I will have the 
pleasure of handing you soon. 

Iam also happy to state that many of the society of Friends, with 
whom I have conversed on the subject, feel a warm interest in a design 
which promises to afford employment to the industrious, and deliverance 
from the civil and ecclesiastical bondage and error of the European cgn- 
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tinent. Nevertheless, they wish the case to be more generally considei- 
ed. I made a written application to their Society, which is here inclosed. 
I received, a few days ago, a note of invitation to attend the Annual 
Meeting of the Morristown Society, on the 5th of April. 
Gentlemen—permit me to declare that you have the most happy pros- 
pects of success before you. This is certainly a time in America, for 
those who have an eye single to the glory of God, and the restoration 
of Israel, to act fearlessly in the assured confidence that God is on their 
side. From the union of spirit and the warmth of heart which I every- 
where meet among the Lord’s people, of every denomination, I think no 
time should be lost in sending out an agent (who should be ah American 
by birth, and versed in the German language) to announce officially to 
Germany, Holland, and Britain, your design ; and to invite their co-ope- 
ration, which I conceive to be the defraying of the expense of passage to 
those of the brethren who have it not in their own power ; as also to give 
reeommendations with those they shall send hither. 
_ Ihave just received a letter from the Secretary of the Glasgow Society, 
informing me that Dr. de Vallanti, a celebrated character in the religious 
world, has undertaken to superintend the institution called Stockhamp, 
which I established a year ago, and presided over until I was directed 
hither. They express the greatest interest in your plan, and anxiety to 
hear of its progress.

To the Society of Friends, in Philadelphia. - 
March 8, 4824, 
“The American Society for Meliorating the Condition of the Jews,” 
invite to this country those of that people who are cast off by their kin- 
dred for acknowledging Jesus Christ as the Messiah promised to their 


fathers. 
A tract of land is about to be purchased in the state of New-York, ar 


elsewhere, and implements of husbandry are to be furnished, in order 
that those who shall settle in this country may support themselves by 
their industry. The object for which the aid of the Friends is now soli- 
cited, is one peculiarly consonant with their views. No manufactory, or 
any species of merchandise will be prosecuted. Agriculture, and useful 
trades, together with the education of the youth, wiil alone be recognised. 
Neither will the brethren take the name of any denomination, but be’call- 


ed the “ Hebrew Christian Church.” 


(= We have inserted the foregoing address to the Society of 
Friends, for the purpose of correcting its mistakes; into which 
Mr. Simon was no doubt led by his zeal to promote the interests 
of our Society. The Board have never determined that “ no 
manufactory, nor any species of merchandise will be prosecuted’ 
in the settlement. All they have said in respect to the em- 
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ployment uf the emigrants, is contained in the second article 
of their plan, as published in Vol. 2, No. 2, of Israel’s Adyo- 
cate. It reads thus, “The Jews who come to the settlement 
are to be pRiNcIPALLY employed in agricultural and mechani- 
cal operations.” Now, for ought we know, there may be some 
“ manufacture” in mechanical operations; and that both mecham- 
cal and agricultural operations may result in some share of mer- 
chandise. 'The taste and habits of the emigrants will no doubt be 
consulted, as to their respective employments, so far as they are 
conducive to good morals, and consistent with the general plans 
of the Society. 

Nor have the Board determined that the settlement shall be 
called “ The Hebrew Christian Church.” It will of course not be 
called after either of the existing sects of Christians ; and it may 
hereafter be known by the name Mr. Simon has given it: but as 
yet the Board have not deliberated on the subject. 

We make these remarks with perfect confidence in the good 
intentions of Mr. Simon; yet with the view of preventing any 
unintentional deception of so respectable a body of professed 
Christians as the Society of Friends. Much as we should rejoice 
in their co-operation with us in Meliorating the Condition of the 
Jews, we would not secure it at the expense of the least miscon- 


eeption of our plans.—Ed.

DOMESTIC CORRESPONDENCE. 


Tue following communication was addressed to the Rev. Dr. 
Macauley, and referred by the Board to the Agent. So much of 
it as comports with the general views of the Board, we msert' with 
pleasure, the rest we have taken the liberty to expunge.—Ed. 


Dear Sir,—I would beg leave to suggest a few thoughts relative tb 
the Jews. | 

1st. With regard to their local situation. 

It is well known that they have been scattered abroad among all tlie 


nations that dwell upon the face of the earth, like chaff before the migh 


wind of heaven, and have been mysteriously, perfectly distinct from all, 
in religion, manners, and customs. And such has been the temper and 
disposition of mankind, wherever they have dwelt, that they have been 
cruelly and wickedly oppressed; being generally, if not universally, de- 

rived of citizenship, and barbarously persecuted. This, no doubt, has 
had a powerful tendency to sour and fill their minds with deep and invetes 
rate prejudice against the christian nations, and the name, wherever they 
live. Yet the eye of an holy covenant God has been upon them, and his 
kind hand of Providence has, and will protect them, like the bush of Mor 
ses in the flame. And although they appear poor, yet many of them 
possess great wealth, not, indeed, in lands and houses, but in goods, in 
precious jewels, and money. 
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And notwithstanding the frowning clouds of Heaven for eighteen hun- 
dred years have hung heavy over them, and burst terribly upon them, 
for their awful sin, in crucifying their king and Saviour; yet they are 
Heaven’s highest favourites that now dwell upon the face of the globe, 
and they well know it. | 

2. As to their peculiar character as a nation and people, I submit a few 
observations. 

1. They carry in their breast a high-toned spirit of independence, in 
many respects, and look down with lofty contempt on the Gentile world, 
and the christian Church, as accursed apostates from their God. This 
is abundantly evident from the manner of their treatment of their children 
and relatives, when they embrace the christian faith ; whom they curse, 
and anathematize in the most solemn and awful manner. They have a 
high and lofty sense of their renowned ancestors. 
~ 2. As a people they are sagacious, enterprising, persevering, and gene- 
rally, successful in their undertakings: also patient under trials and per- 
secutions. | 

3. They now ardently hope, pray, and believe that, as God has in past 
ages appeared for them, and miraculously delivered them from the hands 
of their enemies, that agreeably to his promises, he certainly will appear 
for them again in a wonderful manner ; and that in the person of their 
long expected Messiah, and in a marvellous way, complete their sal- 
vation. ‘Therefore they will do nothing to accelerate that momentous 
event. ¢ 

4. They appear to have been drilled into a spirit of jealousy inveterate, 
from an apparent delay of the fulfilment of God’s promise, and the great 
number of impostors that have given themselves out as the Messiah. No 
less than twenty-four of those have appeared and made some figure 
among them, in the course of about one thousand six hundred years. 

They feel surrounded by an host of enemies, and dare trust none, or 
are suspicious of all. 

That this long afflicted covenant people of God, and a people hated 
and persecuted of all men, should, now on a sudden become the objects of 
universal kindness and benevolence throughout the christian world, is 
matter of great wonder and astonishment to every serious mind. Truly 
it is the Lord’s doing. 

The great inquiry among all Christians now is, in what manner shal! 
we most effectually meliorate their condition, both in a spiritual and tem- 

oral manner. Much has been said and done by the nobly incorporated 
eliorating Society in the State of New-York, with a view to propose 
an asylum fer converted transatlantic Jews, when they shall arrive on our 
happy shores. The general consent of thought and scheme has been to 
rajse funds and purchase lands, build houses, and make large establish- 
ments in various branches, &c. 

But the inquiry still returns, how and what shall be done for them? 
To which I answer: Let the funds already raised, and as fast as they 
shall arrive from the numerous auxiliary societies, and other sources, be 
loaned in sucha manner as that the principal and interest be at command 
at all times. And let the city of New-York, or any other city, if more 
rn ag to their feelings, be considered the consecrated Asylum or city 
of refuge. 
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Let the whole body of christians, of all denominations, there, and 
through this region, feel to the children of Abraham, like brothers and 
sisters, yea, like nursing fathers and mothers. 

Not only so, but let them feel that they are not only the children of 
Abraham the friend of God, but that they are the children of God ; being 
washed in the precious blood of the Lamb of God; and held there in the 
tenderest bond of union and communion. . 

4, Let the managers of the Meliorating Society, or their agents, meet 
them immediately on board the ship in which they arrive ; and with the 
softest hand of kindness and tenderest bosom of christian affection, wel- 
come them to our joyful country—conduct them to some house of com- 
fort and safety ; supply all their wants, and conduct the minister of God 
to them ; and let him take the best care of their immortal interest. 

Inquire of them of their occupation, for there are few Jews who arrive 
to manhood without some. Give them immediately some employment, 
that they may feel the pleasure of eating their own bread, &c. If they 
have children, let them be placed at school. If youth without occupa- 
tion, place them at school, or at some mechanical art, as may appear best. 
If aged, let them recline on the bosom of kindness. Assign them a place 
of resort where they can receive particular instructions on the important 
doctrines and christian practice by themselves, while they are still ad- 
mitted to all the common and special privileges with other christians. 
Under these circumstances, a thousand advantages and pious pleasures 
will flow in upon them. And for their support, if they need afy, draw 
on the funds. And in process of time, when their number shall have 
increased sufficiently, build them a Chapel, that they may enjoy their own 
minister in connexion with other christian churches. 

Under these circumstances they may look forward with anticipating 
joy; when they shall shine as lights in the world—be a city set on an 
hill, and the Gentiles shall come to their light. And if amongst them shall] 
be found pious youth, who desire to become ministers of Christ, let them 
be furnished with the means. And as means shall be wanted, let us re- 
member that the gold and silver are the Lord’s, and he will command it 
as he pleases. 

I feel the fullest assurance that there will be funds sufficient to meet 
all the necessities of Foreign christian Jews that will ever land in Ame» 
rica. And when they are here amongst us, we can much better determine 
how we can best serve their interest, than now, before they do come; and 
especially as we know not whether many, if any considerable number will 
ever come. 

I am happy in the full confidence that the Covenant God of Abraham, 
in his own time and way, will cause the light of the glorious gospel to 
shine into their hearts, and give them the light of the knowledge of the 
glory of God, shining in the face of Christ Jesus; and that through them 
the world will be filled with knowledge and the glory of God. And am 
also happy that their interest, under God, is committed to managers of deep 
research, eminent piety, sound judgment, and wisdom. 

Dear Sir,—If any of the above remarks are worthy your notice, yeu 
are at liberty to dispose of them as you think proper.

REPORT OF THE MEETING OF THE YOUNG ISRAELITE, SAMSON 
MEYERSOHN, WITH HIS FATHER. 


The Father of the Israelite proselyte, Samson, whose name is Solomon 
Romanowsky, was formerly a merchant at Berditcheff, who for many 
years, but especially after having retired from business, has devoted him- 
self to studies, and therefore is held in high esteem as a scholar by all his 
fellow-citizens. No wonder that he feels so much the more grieved at the 
transition to the Gojim, of a son whom he himself, with great zeal, had 
instructed in Talmudical learning. The father of the other son of Abra- 
ham, David Goldberg, (also received into the church of Christ, ) the rabbin 
of Piatka, had already, six months ago, set out in search of the fugitives 
for Berlin, in order to bring them back if possible. But he had only come 
as far as Koenigsberg ; here he was so severely attacked by the rheuma- 
tism, that very reluctantly he was obliged to go back to Russia. Now 
the father of Samson set out, and both parental affection and zeal for his 
religion stimulated him to undertake a journey of upwards of 200 German 
miles, or 1000 English miles. He had formed some strange ideas of the 
situation of our two proselytes. He supposed, as he stated himself, that 
there was a company of Christians, who held them here confined ; and, as 
they once had gone over to them, forced them to remain among them. 
Old Solomon had put up in the house of another Jew, and through a third 
person invited the two young proselytes to visit him. We, their Christian 
friends, dissuaded them from going alone, because we were afraid there 
might be a great number of Jews assembled, who, together with the father, 
would use them ill. They were therefore followed by two sensible Chris- 
\ians. They scarcely had entered the room, when the old man rushed out 
of an adjoining room, clasped his son in his arms, and retired into the 
other room to be alone with him. Here both the father and the son began 
to weep in such a manner that they could be heard in the first room, 
After a long while they came back again, and the father apologized for 
not having taken any notice of the strangers—love to his son had made 
him forget every other thing. 

Since that time a very pleasing relation has been formed between fa- 
ther andson. The father feels deeply grieved—for several nights he has 
had no sleep—and when I saw him, he assured me that in five days he 
had not tasted food. He suffers from an open humour in his face; and 
the physicians have declared that his abundant weeping has made it 
worse. But with all that his parental affection is so great, and the satis- 
faction he feels at the love he experiences from his son is so lively, that 
he speaks with him about his change always in terms of grief, never 
of rebuke. Now and then, indeed, an expression will escape him like 
this: “I would rather die fifty deaths than live to witness thy transi- 
tion!” On the other part, the son treats his father with true filial reve- 
rence; and whenever he utters a contrary opinion, he does it with amiable 
modesty. I attended the second meeting: between father and son. Besides 
me, two Christian friends and our dear David were present. Old Solo- 
mon is a worthy Israelite, who is not only attached to the outward forms 
of his religion, but truly enters into its spirit. He said distinctly, “ Out- 
ward forms are nothing, the state of the heart is the great thing ; it is 
therefore as little to be expected, that all such as are called by the name 
of Christ should be real Christians, as that all who are called Jews should 
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he Jews indeed. Yet the outward is not to be slighted, as being figura~ 
tive of the inward. The Jews, he said, have a proverb : When you travel 
with a Christian and pass a crucifix, and he does not take off his cap, 
throw him out of the carriage. Here David interrupted him, saying, the 
heart must do homage to the crucified, not only the head. ‘True, replied 
the old man ; yet, if he takes off his cap, you may safely travel with him 
through a forest ; he will not murder you. Still this good old man, as fs 
generally the case with Jews, had only a very imperfect notion of the na- 
ture of sin. He inveighed against Christianity much in the spirit of Ma- 
homedans. The Christians, he said, have no good religion, because they 
do nothing to deserve heaven; they do not pray, they do not fast, they 
do not keep the Sabbath. David objected ; that man in general was un- 
able to gain heaven by his own deserts ; he could not keep the law to its 
full extent. Have you, he added, ever fulfilled the law completely ? Here 
the old man became a little angry ; How, cried he, hastily, have I ever 
tasted any thing unclean ? Have I broken the Sabbath ? David modest+ 
ly replied, the question refers to something more important than this ; 
have you also kept your thoughts clean? O, exclaimed the other, a 
thought is of little importance, if only the heart is humble. I will tell you 
a parable: A handsome princess passed in a carriage, while a tradesman 
and the son of a king stood in the road. The tradesman felt some de- 
sire after her, but knowing that he was but a tradesman, he turned his 
eyes to the ground, and did not covet her. But the son of the king looked 
upon her to covet her, and fell into sin. Thus a man, who humbles 
himself by fasting and praying, if an evil thought comes across his mind, 
does not covet the evil thing, and commits no sin, But a man who does 
not humble himself, commits sin, and puts his thoughts into practice. It 
was now objected to the old man, how he could state that a man was able 
to fulfil the law, when the Holy Scriptures affirm, that the heart of man 
is wicked from his early youth? Now, what more? was his answer ; 
this refers to mankind at the time of Noah; why shall it also refer to us, 
Now he was reminded of a passage in Ecclesiastes, where it is said: There 
is no righteous man onearth. Yes, said he, explaining the passage quite 
in the spirit of Pelagius, there is no righteous man ; but they might all 
become so; man ought to strive. Has not Moses been perfectly right- 
eous? No, said one who was present, for he committed man-slaughter, 
Q. Whom has he killed? A. The Egyptian. O, as to that, cried the 
old man, the Egyptian was no man; for it is written: He looked about, 
and saw there was no man. By such foolish interpretations, these blind 
people can explain away the plainest doctrines. When Mr. E. in reply 
to the bitter lamentations of the unhappy man, on account of his son, told 
him, that he would rejoice, when he met his son in a blessed eternity, he 
exclaimed: What do you talk of eternity ? You know nothing about it. 
What conception do you form of eternity? To eat roast meat? To 
drink wine? I shall tell you, what happiness is. When on the Sabbath 
Isit quietly down, when I do nothing that is prohibited, then I have peace 
in my mind; then lam happy. It was suggested to him, that the Chris- 
tians do coincide in the same view of happiness. When one of the com- 
pany, in order to comfort him, with respect to his disease, said, that God 
was Almighty, and could heal him, he said: He certainly can heal me; 
but is he Almighty only when he heals? No, he is also Almighty when he 
does not heal. During all these conversations and dissentions, his deat 
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son sat near him on the sofa, with a countenance on which mingled feel- 
ings of grief and delight were expressed ; never contradicting his father, 
but turning to me whenever he ventured to utter a contrary opinion. At 
last the father exclaimed: Now I would forgive all, had he only abstain- 
ed from being baptized. This word filled Samson with joy, and with 
glad emotion he exclaimed : This is the Lord’s doing, who has so much 
changed the mind of my father; for never could I have expected this. 
When we retired, the father spoke with high commendation of the love 
of the Christians, and said they are all worthy characters. He has alse 
written home, that the Christians here are quite different from what he 
had anticipated, very kind and affectionate. 

How amiable must a young man appear to us, who so powerfully feels 
in his breast the claims of filial affection, who is so sensible of the love of 
a kind father, who, by a thousand alluring temptations, is called back to 
his home, and still remains faithful to his Saviour in a remote country. 
Surely every one who loves the Redeemer, must feel the strongest at- 
tachment and true brotherly love to such an Israelite. | 

It is rumoured, that the father of David Goldberg has once more set 
out from Russia, with an intention to go to Berlin, together with the 
father-in-law. If this be the case, this other young man will have to en- 
counter a similar trial of his faith; but we feel convinced that he will 
get over it as triumphantly as his brother in faith, Samson.

The question was then taken on the motion, and the same was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The following Resolution was then offered by the Rev. Dr. B. M. 
Palmer, accompanied by an address. 

2. ‘That while the Society regard the success which has attended the 
recent exertions for the salvation of Israel, as calling for our most fer- 
vent gratitude, they also consider it as demanding continued and increas- 
ed efforts to promote this desirable object. 

The same was thereupon seconded by Thos. S. Grimke, and some 
remarks made in favour of its adoption, F 
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The same was then adopted unanimously. 

The following motion was then offered by the Rev. Mr. Buist, with 
some observations. 

3. Resolved, That the Constitution of this Society be printed in con- 
nexion with the Report, together with a list of the Directors and Mem- 
bers, and be forwarded, together with a copy of the Constitution, and of 
the first Report of the American Society for Meliorating the condition of 
the Jews, to every Convention, Presbytery, Association, and Conference, 
in the Carolinas and Georgia, with a view to enlist Christians of all 
denominations in the three states, as far as possible, in the cause of the 
Jews. 

Whereupon the same was seconded by the Rev. Mr. Frey, accompa- 
nied by a number of interesting facts and remarks. 

The business of the meeting being at an end, the concluding prayer 
was then offerd by the Rev. T. C. Henry.

First Report of the Shiloh Society of Charleston, presented at the first 
Anniversary. 


We have come together to celebrate the first Anniversary of our Soe 
ciety : and we esteem it a favour, in the order of Providence, that we 
are permitted to be auxiliary in such a cause. We regard the move- 
ment on behalf of the Jews, that exists, in some of the wisest, and best, 
and happiest portions of Christendom, as a manifestation of the purposes 
of their Father and our Father, of their God and our God. It is not 
indeed given to us to interpret Prophecy with the skill of Inspiration ; 
but it is our bounden duty to walk by Faith, in this, as in all other con- 
cerns of the Redeemer’s kingdom. We know that the conversion of the 
People of Israel is predicted in the Scriptures, and shall as surely come 
to pass, as that the dead shall arise at the last day, and be gathered 
round the judgment seat of Christ. What then is our duty, and what 
should be the principle of our conduct. Our duty is to desire the in- 
gathering of the scattered sheep of the House of Israel, into the Fold of 
our Shepherd : and not merely to desire, but likewise to pray for their 
conversion, and to labour, according to our humble ability, for the ac- 
complishment of this object. The principle of our conduct should be 
precisely that which has influenced the Christian world, in the establish- 
ment of Missionary Societies, for the conversion of the heathen. We 
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believe that the Pagan Nations shall be all gathered into the Church af 
God, according to his Eternal Counsels, in his own good time. But we 
also believe, that their fellow-men are to be co-workers with almighty 
wisdom, power, and goodness, in producing this glorious result. We 
believe that the prayers, and philanthropy, the zeal and energy of their 
Christian brethren are the chosen means to prepare the way tor a con- 
summation, which shall certainly exist; but which we dare not believe 
shall be dependant on miraculous interposition. 

We go forth, nothing doubting, in the cause of the Heathen ; and shall 
we doubt in the cause of those who are our elder brothers in the favour of 
God, and in the inheritance of the Faith, Promises, and Hopes, once de- 
livered to Abraham. Are not they the descendants of that chosen people 
who preserved, during more than fifteen hundred years, the Law and the 
Prophets, for our forefathers, for ourselves, and for our children, to the 
end of time ? and do we owe no debt of gratitude to them, who, being 
honoured with this Holy Charge, continued, amidst persecution and 
captivity, national calamity, and social suffering, to hold fast the Oracles 
of God. What though disobedience and ingratitude, superstition and 
idolatry deformed their public and private history, and drew down upon 
them the vengeance of Heaven !—It becomes not the Christian world 
to utter this reproach against the ancient Jews, when it is remembered, 
that, nationally and individually, Christians have sinned against a clearer 
light, more precious mercies, and a nobler scheme of morals, than the 
children of Israel ever knew. What though the descendants of the cho- 
sen people of God still persist in rejecting that very Jesus, whom their 
Fathers crucified, and still confide in the expectation that Messias is not 
yet come! Let not Christians, as communities or individuals, dare 
to reproach them on this account, with hardness of heart, or obstinacy 
in unbelief, when they call to mind the enormities of modern Infidelity, 
and the countless numbers who live without God in the World, though 
born in Christian Families, and attendants at Christian Churches. We 
are sensible that there have been great numbers, and still are many in 
Christian countries, who regard any efforts on behalf of our Hebrew 
brethren, as savouring of enihusiasm, rather than of zeal according te 
knowledge. If those who object, are sincere in their opinions, and are 
readers of the Scriptures, we are at a loss to account for their sentiments. 
Must they not concede according to the sure word of prophecy, that the 
ancient people of God, for so many centuries the outcasts of the earth, 
shall most certainly come to the worship of our Redeemer? Must they 
not equally concede, that there is no warrant in the Bible, for the belief, 
that this great event shall be the work of miracles ? Can they deny then, 
that there is a time when, in the order of Providence, men are to become 
the instruments of working out the salvation of the Jews? Will they 
insist, that, whenever that time shall have arrived, God himself will 
declare it by some visible manifestation of his will and pleasure? Must 
they not rather admit, that it will be made known, by the secret influence 
of the Holy Spirit, disposing the hearts and the minds of Christians to 

meditation and prayer, and afterward to individual and united efforts ? 
Do they believe that the visionary, and fanatical, and superstitious, will 
be the agents in this glorious undertaking? Do they not rather believe 
that sober-minded and discreet Christians, zealous of good works, and 
obedient to the commandments of Faith, Hope, and C¥Harity, will be the 
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favoured promoters of so excellent a work? Let us then look abroad 
through the Christian world, and inquire what other, what higher tes- 
timony, than we now have, can we ever expect to mark out the ap- 
pointed time? Do not those whe have engaged in this cause, whether 
in Europe or in America, furnish the best evidence in their life and 
conversation, that they deserve, not only the confidence of their chris- 
tian brethren, but the respect and esteem of all their fellow-men? Let 
them be judged by the whole tenor of their conduct, and who shall 
ever suspect, much less accuse them of visionary schemes or supersti- 
tious notions? And shall they be condemned as idle theorists and cre- 
dulous speculators, because, under the settled convictions of duty, they 
have embarked in an undertaking, which is indeed novel in this city, 
and may, at first sight, appear to be ill-advised. But it is not so. 
They are practical men, and practical christians: extensively engaged 
in the business of the world, as well public as private: acquainted with 
mankind, whether the good or the evil: aware of the inestimable worth 
of sobermindedness and discretion in all their works of love: and 
above all, trusting only to God for counsel and direction. Who shall 
say that such men should not go forward with all their heart, with all 
their soul, with all their mind, and with all their strength, whilst they 
believe that it is “ God who worketh in them, both to will, and to do, 
of his good pleasure?” Shall such men ask for Apostles to lead them, 
or wait till one arise from the dead to bid them go forward? Shall 
they stand, as it were, gazing up into Heaven, and wofider that no 
Angel descends from the skies to declare the accepted time, and that 
no voice is heard to announce throughout Christendom, that this is the 
season to prepare the way for the redemption of Israel? Such men 
dare not be disobedient to the heavenly teaching of that still small voice, 
which speaks to the ear of Faith, and bears with it the testimonv of its 
divine original. Such men must and will go forward, until they shall 
have the same assurance, that it is not their duty which they now have 
that it is. 

Let us now say a few words to our Jewish brethren. We know they 
think it strange that such institutions should exist as those which have 
been founded within a few years in Europe and America. We know that 
very many of them are displeased at the efforts that are made to lead 
them to consider the question, “ has not the Messi:h actually come ?” 
We know that some among them regard with indignation, if not with an- 
ger, the attempt to win them from the Faith of their Fathers. We readi- 
ly believe that great numbers of our Hebrew brethren are sincere, when 
they desire that we should do nothing for them. Will they not believe 
that we are sincere in the declaration, that our convictions of duty leave 
us nochoice ? Will they forbid us to wish that they should become what 
we esteem it a privilege to be, the children of God, through the mediation 
of a Redeemer ? Will they forbid us then to pray for them? Or shall we 
pray that God would be pleased again to send them a long line of Patri- 
archs and Judges, of Kings and Prophets ? We dare not. Shall we then 
pray that God would vouchsafe to manifest his pleasure to them by 
Angels, as his ministers, by miracles, as the means of grace? We dare 
not. ‘They must believe us sincere, when we say, that the limits of our 
duty are not merely kind wishes and prayers. We must act in the spirit 
of love and respect, of moderation and frankness, of wisdom and pri 
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dence. Why then should the reasonable and serious among them be dis- 
pleased, seeing that no other means are employed, than such as become 
honest and honourable men, influenced by duty and kind regard. No 
arts of intimidation or seduction are enlisted; no selfish motives are en- 
couraged ; no sinister objects are in view; no secret practices and un- 
candid measures are resorted to. ‘Those ‘who labour for this peculiar 
people, have, in all the relations of private, social, and public life, their 
respect and esteem. These they have purchased ‘by the uniform tenor 
of their conduct as Christians and as men: and these, assuredly, will not 
be forfeited in the opinion of their Jewish brethren, ‘provided they are 
judged under the influence of good sense, candour, and kind feeling. Let 
an illustration of these views suffice. If the precepts of international law, 
and the regulations of domestic policy did not forbid, who would say that 
ihe citizens of our free and enlightened country might not consistently 
devise means for introducing liberty, and knowledge, and civilization 
among the subjects of Asiatic and European despotisms. Let the bar- 
riers which now exist be removed, and let us behold men of good sense, of 
sober judgment, of unquestionable integrity, of fair and honourable char- 
acter, but above all, Christians in faith and practice, associating together 
for those purposes, "and who would forbid or disapprove the measure P 
Who would deny that duty might well dictate such a scheme ; that an 
enlarged, honourable, and disinterested philanthropy might well rejoice 
at such an opportunity of doing good ? Who would say, that their kind 
wishes and disinterested labours should be rewarded by suspicion or ri- 
dicule, contempt or indignation ? What should be the behaviour to those 
Missionaries who might be sent for the purpose above suggested ? Should 
they not be received by men of sense, candour, and principle, in a spirit 
of rational inquiry and ingenuous moderation ? Would any man, who un- 
derstood his own government, who knew its advantages, and disadvan- 
tages, be unwilling to institute a fair and judicious comparison with 
others? We trust that our Jewish brethren will not be offended at this 
illustration. [If there be ought in it that displeases them, let it be set 
down to the impossibility of finding a case exactly parallel. Let it be 
judged by the principle, and not by the details, and we are sure they will 
honourably and frankly acquit us of any other than kind feelings and 
virtupus motives. May we hope to be borne with whilst we make the 
application. ‘There is nothing in national law or domestic policy, no- 
thing in our political, civil, or social relations, which forbids an endeavour 
to convince the followers of the Law and the Prophets, that they should 
become likewise the followers of the Gospel. We will not believe that 
they have not among them, men of talent and learning capable of ex- 
pounding their own system, and of examining with ability and discrimi- 
nation the Christian religion. We will not believe that after such consi- 
deration as becomes candid and thinking men, they will shrink from such 
an inquiry. What rule is there, indeed, in any scheme, or moral, or so- 
cial obligation, which forbids a kind and honest man from endeavouring 
to convince his fellow-men, by fair reasoning and friendly persuasion, that 
they are in error? We are aware of no principle that forbids him, whilst 
we know many that command him. We trust, then, that societies will 
flourish every where ; in Europe and America, whose object shall be to 
afford to the Jews the opportunity of inquiring, “ Is Jesus of Nazareth 
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indeed the Messiah?” We trust that our Hebrew brethren, however they 
may at first be displeased at the plan, will not treat it with injustice and 
bitterness, with contempt and indifference. We trust that the time is 
coming when they will appreciate our motives, and be willing to believe 
that a sense of duty, and a sincere regard for their best interests, have 
suggested our course. We trust that the time is fast coming, when they 
will be an inquiring people on this most important of all subjects, and 
when the learned and able among them, as the proper representatives of 
their brethren, will be ready to examine, candidly and rationally, manful- 
ly and openly, this great question. May the common Lord of Jews and 
Christians dispose the hearts of each to do their part in this interesting 
matter, as servants accountable for their opinions and conduct only to a 
Divine Master. 

The Board have dwelt thus much on these topics, because it is the first 
opportunity they have had of expressing their sentiments. ‘They should 
not have felt at liberty to devote so large a share of this Report to these 
views, were it not that the nature of their institution forbids any elaborate 
detail. ‘They have as yet been able to do little more than to aid in the 
increase of the funds of the American Society for Meliorating the Condi- 
tion of the Jews ; to assist in diffusing a knowledge of the cause, and to 
encourage and advise the Rev. Mr. JS. C. F. Frey, rather, however as 
individuals than as a Society, but still in connection with its objects. The 
Board rejoice at the prosperity of the Parent Institution, and indulge the 
pleasing hope that its permanence is now secured, and~that its success 
will be commensurate with the noble and philanthropic character of its 
purposes They recommend to all the followers of the Messiah, and to all 
who believe that our Jewish brethren are in error, to consider whether 
some part in this important matter is not assigned to them. Let them ex- 
amine the state of the Jews in Europe and America, and we feel assur- 
ed that they will approve the plan of the Parent Society. Let them read 
the Report of last May, and the numbers of Israel’s Advocate, and they 
will be satisfied that the institution, and this its monthly publication, de- 
serve their patronage. 

The Board cannot but remark, that the obligation of doing much for 
the Jews, is laid in a very peculiar manner on the people of this coun- 
try. If Israel was distinguished beyond all the nations of antiquity, by 
civil and religious privileges, are not these United States pre-eminently 
favoured in the same particulars, beyond all the nations of the modern 
world? Is not ours, in comparison with every other, a chosen land, 
politically speaking, a land of Canaan: to the outcast and the exile of 
every country, a land of peace and security; to the children of Israel, 
persecuted, oppressed, degraded almost every where else, a city of re- 
fuge and a land of promise? And shall not the christians of America, 
thus blessed and honoured, display that zeal, liberality, and energy, 
which become their present condition and future destinies? The Board 
cannot close this report, on their first Anniversary, without noticing 
what appears to them a pleasing and auspicious circumstance. We are 
come together to consult for the good of our Jewish brethren, not mere- 
ly in a christian sanctuary, but in a church dedicated to the use of Mari- 
ners, themselves a peculiar people, and till within a few years, rejected 
and despised, as little better than outcasts from all hope, and outlaws 
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from all obligation. Yet, the friends of Sailors have beheld with dee 
light and thanksgiving, that their labours of love have not been in vain. 
They rejoice in the belief and settled assurance, that the work which 
hath been undertaken in faith, and carried forward in the spirit of good 
will towards seamen, will be a conspicuous agent in preparing the 
means for evangelizing the world. And shall not the same faith, and 
the same love, do as much for the Jew as for the Mariner, especially 
under the conviction, that the “ conversion of the Jews is to be one great 
instrument, appointed by God, for bringing about the universal conver- 
sion of the Heathen nations? Let any one look into the volume of 
prophecy, and he will see that the Jews’are destined once more to bev 
come a blessing to the world.” 

“ The remnant of Jacob (says Micah) shall be in the midst of many 
people, as a dew from the Lord, as the shower upon the grass, that tar- 
rieth not for man, nor waiteth for the sons of men.”

CAUSE OF THE JEWS. 








The Ladies’ Jews Society in Charleston, (S. C.) raised the last year, 
which was the first year of its existence, $ 333, and remitted $150 to 
the Parent Society in New-York. 

A Jews Society was recently formed in Canaan, (N. Y.) After 
an addresf from Mr. Jadownicky, “there was a rushing,” says the 
Report of the Secretary, “ of almost the whole assembly to the Secreta- 
ries of the meeting, to present their names.” 

The place of meeting was on the borders of the three towns, Canaan, 
New Lebanon, and Richmond. 

The officers were chosen from three denominations of Christians. 
The President is the Rev. Azariah Clark, of the Congregational Soe 
ciety. 

** No other society has ever been formed within my knowledge in this 
section of the country with so much interest as this. We hope when 
Mr. Frey shall fulfill his appointment to visit the New-England States, 
the ensuing summer, to form similar societies, he will be cordially wel- 
comed, by Christians at least, in every town in New-England ; and that 
all will be as forward as these appeared to be, to show that “ mercy ” by 
which the outcasts of Israel are to obtain mercy. Precious, very pre- 
cious, are the promises to this rejected people. They shall be restored. 
And it shall hereafter be a privilege to be associated with a Jew; a pri- 
vilege ever to follow in his train. For zt shall come to pass that ten 
men out of all the languages of the nations shall take hold of the 
skirt of him that is a Jew, saying, We will go with you; for we have 
heard that God is with you. May every Christian now take such a 
part in their restoration as he will esteem it an honour to have taken, 
when ungodliness shall be turned away from Jacob, and all Israel

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JEWISH RABBI AT ALEPPO. 


The substance of the following account of the opinion of a 
Jewish Rabbi at Aleppo, respecting Messiah, was lately sent to 
us for Israel’s Advocate. As there was no signature to the 
communication, and as we could not obtain the magazine refer- 
red to as authority, we had determined to decline a publica- 
tion of it; until looking over our library we found the volume 
from whence the account was originally extracted. It is taken 
from an “ Epistle Dedicatory to the right worshipful Sir John 
Wollaston, alderman of the city of London,” prefixed to a ser- 
mon by Thomas Hill, B. D. Master of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and published in London, in 1648. We give it as rela- 
ted by Dr. Hill, thanking our unknown correspondent for the re- 


ference. 
The account is thus introduced by a few remarks relating to 
the progress of learning in the University of Cambridge. 


«¢ Without doubt there is much of God in it, that now there should 
be a more than ordinary instinct, both in young students to mind such 
studies, and benefactors to encourage them; and especially when both 
meet with staggerings amongst some of the learned doctors of the Jews, 
who begin to publish their doubts and fears, that all this while they have 
been deluded, and used their wits and learning to cloud those. Scriptures, 
whose light now begins to shine into their minds, and I trust in God’s 
time will into their hearts. 

“ T have it related from very good hands, that a citizen of London, 
being in Aleppo, heard a very learned Jewish Rabbi, being sick, call his 
people together, who ‘ wished them very seriously to consider the divers 
former captivities they had undergone for the hardness of their hearts, 
and now one for above one thousand six hundred years, the cause of 
which is doubtless our unbelief and hardness of heart. We have long 
looked for the Messiah, and the Christians have believed in one Jesus of 
our nation, who was of the seed of Abraham and David, and born in 
Bethlehem, and (for aught we know) may be the true Messiah ; and that 
we have suffered this long captivity because we have not believed, but 
rejected him: Therefore my advice is, as my last words, that if the 
Messiah, which we expect, do not come at or about the year 1650, ac- 
counting from the birth of their Christ, then you may know and believe, 
that this Jesus is the Christ, and you shall have no other ;’ and within a 
little time after, this old Doctor died.”
